Indeed, any report that Florida State's foot- 
ball program is even on shaky turf can be put 
to rest. Though it was tough to philosophize 

back in December about how close the Seminoles had come to's truly great 
year in °84, the months have made philosophers out of us all.

‘adynamic supporting cast of All-American 
Greg Allen and Mlashy Roosevelt Snipes 
convinced Bowden it may be time for a 
slight remake of his overall plan. 

‘Tam as guilty as anybody,"” Bowden 
said after the Peach Bowl win pushed the 
final '83 record to 7-5, well below the high 
‘expectations of the ealy season. “You get 
to where you want to come out there every 
‘week and play it wide open. Score as many 
points as you can, as quick as you can. No 
holds barred. Man, we could thraw borabs, 
‘run reverses and trick plays with the best 
of ‘em, 

Vell all of that is fine. But I've been 
coaching football long enough io know that 
you can't build a great program when you 


rely on razzle dazzle every week. When they 
work it's great, but you can’t count on that 
every week. You don't beat great football 
teams like we play by trying to trick them. 
You've got to be able 10 

Football with them. Y, 
sistency, defense and kicking. 

“Last year we were adding a new wrinkle 
‘or two.every week," heexplained. “By the 
end of the year we were trying to da so 
many things nobody could keep em 
straigh. 

So after a 6-5 regular season finish, 
Florids State's all-time winningest coach 
(66-27 in cight seasons) (ook a giant step— 
backward. 

“We went back to the basics. 1 wanted 
to have just thiee or four basic plays and 
‘we were gonna run them over and aver un- 
til we got it right. The same thing for our 
defense.” 

Part of the master plan was to call on 
Thomas, a Valdosta, Ga., product who 
played aimost none-ai ell in his three years 
(one as a redshirt) at Florida State. The 
reasons behind Thomas’ background role 
varied, but atthe top of the lst was the fact 
that he was tagged as an “option quarter- 
back."” Unknown words around the Tal- 
Jahassee campus and a schoo! that has built 
a reputation over the years witha pro-style 
passing attack. 

Bowden, however, had been talking for 
three years about “this kid Thomas.” 

I like him." the coach once said, 
ause he don't ever lose. 
Indeed his high school career at Lowndes 
County bears that out, And though he's 
been used sparingly since arriving at FSU, 
the Seminoles responded in the Peach Bow! 
as if Thomas had been back there all alone. 

‘With the stable of fine running backs led 
by Allen, Snipes and steady fullback Cedi 
Jones, along with an experienced and im- 
proving offensive line it appears that the 
1984 Seminoles will continue the “back-io- 
basies” approach, 

“Oh, that doesn't mean we won't put the 
ballin the air a bunch," Bowden cautions 
“Noooa .. along as we've go! the skilled 
people—the throwers and catchers—and 
that we do, we'll always put the ball in the 
air, We'll just be more sensible about the 
whole thing. 

“Hey, the last two years we've been in 
the top three offensive teams in the coun. 
try. We must be doing something right. 'm 
not about to get away from something that 
we've been successful with. We just want 
to do it better and more consistently.” 

Thomas can throw the ball and throw it 
effectively. Hesilenced many of his erties 
in that area by tossing apair of nifty touch- 
down passes in the Peach Bow! game that 
put North Carolina on the ropes early. 

Among the likely candidates to battle 
Thomas for the quarterback job are junior 
Kirk Coker, a walkon who performed ex 
tremely wel in the spring, and senior Bob 
Davis. Coker has played not at all in game 
action, while Davis staried three games last 


sear. A fine passer, he completed 41 of 70 
tosses for 566 yards and six touchdowns. 

‘The Seminole backfield looks as strong 
4s ever. Allen, a phenomenon since his 
freshman season, may very well be the 
front-runner to win the ‘84 Heisman 
‘Trophy. He holds 19 Florida State records 
and vill become the most prolific runner 
in FSU history when he surpasses Larry 
Key’s career rushing and all-purpose yar- 
age records eariy next season, He Was & 
first team UPI and. Walter Camp All 
‘American as a junior. He averages six yards 
‘very time he touches the ball. 

‘Snipes will be junior next season after 
saining 629 yards on just 96 carries. He 
‘transferred to Florida State from Coftey- 
ville, Ks., Junior College after his freshman 
sear. He got his first star against Aubura 
‘and rushed for 100 yards in 11 carries 
against one ofthe nation’s finest defenses. 
He went on to have four 100-vard rushing 
éfforts before the year was over. 

Jones was a teammate of Thomas in high 
school and Bowden credited him with pro- 
viding tremendous stability on the Florida 
State offense. “He seems to always be in 
the right place,” Bowden said. “Almost 
never makes a mistake. He's a steady, 
sound football player. Not big for a full 
back (5-8, 195), he wained 434 yards in 83 
carries despite missing the last four games 
with an ankle injury 

‘When the Seminoles do put the ball in 
the air, they'll be looking to a pair of 
burners at wideouts. Senior Jessie Hester 
Jed the '83 team with 31 catches and aver- 
aged a whopping 18.6 per reception, 
Hassan Jones, one of the nation’s most 
heralded recruits two years ago, will be a 
Junior. He caugh 24 balls last year. Junior 
Pete Panton (6-2, 230), wil be the top can- 
idate at tight end along with freshman 
recruit Pat Carter who coaches feel could 
step in and help early. 

‘Anchoring the offensive front in ’84 will 
bea pair of AllSouth picks in juniors John 
Fonata (6-3, 260) and Jamie Dukes (6-1, 
275), Two-year starter Jim Thompson (6-7, 
240) returns for his senior season at tackle 
and massive sophomore Parrish Barwick 
(60, 280), a starter as a freshman, is back 
after a redshirt year. The only hole is at 
center where three-year All-South pick 
‘Tom McCormick and capable backup Sam 
Restivo both graduate. Converted guard 
Gerry Riopelle will step in there. 

‘Bowden has alo added a new offensive 
mind to his coaching staff by hiring veteran 
Art Baker from East Carolina as his quar- 
terback coach. 

“Art is @ great fundamentalist and 
teacher and I think he will give us some of 
this stability that I'm looking for," Bowden 
said. ‘*He will work closely with our offen- 
sive coordinator Wayne MeDuffie and 
have a definite hand in our offensive 
strategy.” 

Defensively, the Seminoles need a quick 
fix, As productive as the Seminole offense 
hs been, the defense has been a thorn. For 


the first time in Bowden's time at Florida 
State he has changed his defensive coor- 
dinator. Jack Stanton has departed to 
become an assistant with the Atlanta 
Falcons and Mickey Andrews, another 
veteran, joins the FSU staff.

Top returnees on this side of the ball in- 
clude senior linebacker Henry Taylor (6-0, 
211), the team’s second-leading tackler and 
free safety Brian McCrary, a senior who 
had five interceptions and Was third on the 
team in total hits. Eric Riley, who started 
virtually all season, returns as a senior at 
‘one corner and a player who shared time 


with Brian Williams (6-0, 210, senior), 
starter most of last season and Garth Jax 
(6-2, 207, junior), an off-and-on starter for 
‘wo years getting the early nod and junior 
Darryl Gray (6-2, 245) on their heels.

Cedrie Jones (nat 
related) rushed for 434 yards last year be- 
fore a fractured foot sent him to the side- 
lines. But because that injury also kept 
Cedric out of spring, and Cietis’ spring 
duty was also limited by injury, the 
fullback position is not where Bobby 
Bowden would like it to be. Finding a solid 
blocker is a top priory here. If Bowden 
can’t find it among the Joneses he'll turn 
to sophomore Chuck Wells, Wells’ future 
as a Seminole starter Is likely 10 be a year 
away but his strength and speed have 
Forced FSU coaches to take notice. 

QUARTERBACK—How well Eric 
‘Thomas can come back from a knee injury 
‘may be the falls biggest question. Afterhis 
Peach Bow! performance, Bowden was 
convinced he had found his starting quar- 
terback for the '84 season, But Thomas, 
‘who has been plagued by injuries since his 


arrival at FSU, missed all but 2 week of 
spring practice because of the injury. He 
sav action in three regular season games 
last fall and went on to be named the MVP 
in the Peach Bowl when he started instead 
of Kelly Lowrey. In Kirk Coker, Bowden 
apparently has a solid No, 2 quarterback. 
Coker's solid spring performance earned 
the junior new respect. “His throwing im: 
proved quitea bit. He’s disciplined and he 
showed confidence in running our of- 
fensc,” says Bowden. In addition to Coker, 
freshman Danny McManus and newcomer 
Tracy Sanders could figure in the quarter 
back slot as wellas Bob Davis, the hero of 
last year’s Arizona State game. 

WIDE RECEIVER—I's not that Bobby 
Bowden is complaining. The veteran couch 
understands as well as anyone that in senior 
All-American candidate Jessie Hester and 
junior Fiassan Jones he bas one of the best 
recelving tandems in the nation. It's just 
that in addition to talent and experience, 
Bowden has come to expect there will be 
depth, too. But the graduation of Weegie 
Thompson and Tony Johnson means the 
‘84 season will begin with depth as a ma- 
jor concern for the receiving corps. “We 
don’t have the depth here we've come to 
lexpect,"" nates Bowden, “We'd like to have 
some help for Jessie and Hassan." That 
help may come out of the loaded running-

TIGHT END—Injuries make for a wide- 
open batile here. Senior Pete Panton—the 
heir apparent—missed the entire spring 
‘And his chief challenger—sophomore 
Gaylon White—was also limited by in- 
Juries. As a result, neither enter the pre 
season with a firm handle on the starting 
spot. Panton, who saw action behind Tom 
‘Wheeler last fall, is liked for his aggressive 
play. White is a youngster who needs to be 
‘come mote consistent as both a blocker and 
receiver. Newoomer Pat Carter has the sice 
and reputation to contend early. Walkons 
Steve Cantwell and Craig Jones will get 
their chance, too, 

INTERIOR LINE—Offensive coor 
éinator Wayne McDuffie expects his line-

What about the added responsi- 
bility in pass coverage this year? And are 
there players here than can develop into 
dominating pass rushers? The answers will 
‘most likely be supplied by the threesome 
of Garth Jax, Brian Williams and Darryl 
Gray. Itis a group, says coach Jim Glad- 
den, that enters the fall **more mature, 
‘more seasoned."" Injuries hampered Jax’ 
sophomore year. But after a healthy spring, 
he enters the fall with a slight edge over 
Gray. Senior Brian Williams should anchor 
the other spot. Williams was a sometimes- 
starter in "83 with two quarterback sacks 
and 48 tackles. Gray missed all of the "83 
season with 2 knee injury but returned in 
spring with intentions of becoming a dom- 
inating player. “He could become our best 
since Willie Jones,” says Gladden. In ad- 
dition to this trio, a bost of youngsters in- 
cluding Orlando Miles, Terry Warren and 
Bruce Hegeie could challenge.

FSU’s head coach Bobby Bowden combines red-blooded All. 
Americanism, a gambler’s instincts, and a stubborn drive to 
succeed that just could push the Seminoles to the top of the 
college football heap.

he secre’s out. Bobby 
Bowden, everybody's 
best friend who also 
hhappens to coach fo0:- 
ball at Florida State 
University, was just as 
stubborn “and. pugns 
sious as any other red-blooded American 
shild when he vas growing up in Birm- 
ingham, Ala. 

‘Yes, behind the smiling facade of college 
football's Mr. Congeniality, there lurks an 
obstinate person who is par-man, part-mule, 

If you doubt it, just check with Sunset 
Pitts, Bowden's 77-year-old mother. She 
speaks only the truth. 

“He didn’t lke to be told to do something 
that he didn’t want to dat said Mrs. Pits, 
reached at her home along the Coosa River 
in Childersberg, near Birmingham. “When 
he made up his mind he wanted to do 
something or dida’t want to do something, 
you couldn't argue with him. He was 
‘stubborn 

‘According 10 dear ol mom, young Bobby 
talked sister Marian into swapping chores 
with him because he preferred household 
duties to yard work; he had to be ordered 
todo his homework and passed most of his 
‘ests with litle to spare; he walked out of 
church once when he was [S; and, at the age 
of 18, he informed his disappointed father 
hhe was going to coach and had no interest 
in working in the Bowden family’s real estate 
business. 

‘And, like any other kid, Bowden once 
threw his spinach on the floor rather than 
swallow the dreaded greens. 

“Til never forget that Sunset Pitts said 
“tad gone outside and Bobby and his sister 
were alone eating inthe kitchen. I came back 
in the house and was so proud of them 
because they had both finished all their 
food. Later on, 1 found his spinach on the 
floor, right there hed scraped it off his plate” 

“never made him eat it. 1 didn’t think 
that was right. His father and I used to try 
‘nd undeistand why he did the things he 
rather than try to scold him too much, But 
he always had his own ideas about what he 
wanted to da” 

While tatle-tales of Bowden's childhood 
do litle to distinguish him from any other 
youngster, the years since have set him apart 
from the masses. 

Bowden, 54, isa hybrid folk-hero.

‘Bowden sai. “But I'm sure | haven't. I guess 
1 just like people” 

‘And people like him, too, While there 
have been “Oust Faust;’ “Dump Dooley,” 
“Bo Must Go” and “Dan's Nat Divine” 
‘bumper stickers in other college towns, you 
‘won't find any buzzards circing the Bowden 
hhouschold—despite FSU falling far short of 
its lofty pre-season goal of a national 
championship last year. Folks in the Panhan- 


card—at his alma mater, tiny Howard 
University (now Samford) in Birmingham, 
at FSU as an assistant 10 Bill Peterson, at 
WVU as an assistant and later head coact 
and back again in Tallahassee, 

‘At age 24, Bowden was a frustrated young 
assisant at Howard, Returning home one 
afiemoon, he found a letter from South 
Georgia College present Dr. William Smith 
stating simply: “If you want to be head 
coach at South Georgia, phone me collect” 

‘The answer was "yes" and Bowden took 
‘over the program at the two-year school in 
Douglas. That first year, he tad 18 partial 
program, a $4,500 an- 
nual salary with the agreement he would 
coach basketball, tos. So the school would 
get its money's worth, Bowden also had to 
drive the team bus on road trips. Bowden 
‘was 22-11 over four seasons and won three 
state junior college championships. 

Since going 10 FSU, Bowden has had 
‘many other offers, but he has spurned them 
all, 
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dle hamlet, a capital city of mammoth oaks 
dripping with Spanish mass, love their boy 
“Bobbs" as he's simply known, 

Small wonder, 

Imeight seasons since fleeing the snow and 
cold of Morgantown and West Virginia 
University (Bowden likes to ell the story of 
slipping on ice one morning and deciding 
then and there to seck refuge in Tallahassee) 
hhehas become the winninges football coach 
Seminole history with a 66-27-0 record. 
Although it was not as sharply evident in 
last year’s 7-5 Seminole season, Bowden has 
Kicked life into a dying FSU program, 
wasting litle time in the process. The 
Seminoles had won just four of 33 games 
in the three seasons before Bowelen rode in- 
to jown, But after a$-6 inaugural season in 
1976, Bowden led FSU to 2 10-2 record in 
1977 and an 1-1 season in 1979, the only 
Joss coming to Oklahoma in the Orange 
Bowl. But Bowden hasn't just turned FSU 
into a winner, he's logged an inordinate 
number of those victories inthe bully bas- 
tions of South Bend, Lincoln, Columbus 
and Baton Rouge. 

His fundamentalist ways have become a 
trademark wherever he's punched a time- 


‘Though his name topped the list of possi- 
ble successors to Bear Bryant's throne at 
Alabama, he accepted the compliment, but 
declined any job interviews. 

‘Tuo springs ago, the expansion Jacksonville 
Bulls of the United States Football League 
‘approached Bowden but, again, he destined. 

“Florida State isthe best situation in the 
‘country as far as I'm concemed”” he said 
then, “I don't want to go anywhere. I want 
to stay here. | love it here. Florida State and 
its fans arent spoiled yet” 

Loyalty begets loyalty, and while FSU has 
rewarded Bowden by insuring his financial 
security, Bowden has agreed tomake it ough 
on himself to ever leave the school. His five- 
year contract, automatically renews each 
season and, should he ever jump ship, 
Bowen has agreed to buy back the remain- 
ing portion of his contract. 

“It means we are married, and nobody's 
sgoing to put our marriage asunder” he said. 

‘And Bowden takes matters of marriage 
quite seriously. 

‘When he was 19 years old, he packed a 
lunch box, crossed state lines and eloped 
‘with high school sweetheart and cheerleader 
Ann Estock, only 16 at the time. The drive

But Bouder's high-scoring, exciting brand 
of football—which tancalizes television and 
bowhiypes allke—doesn't really tell The 
Bobby Bowden Story. 

The people love Bowden because he is 
common folk 

Although e's busy beyond belief, he 
makes you feel as if you're the most impor- 
tant person on his busy list of interviews, 


speaking engagements, testimonials, etc. 

The press loves Bowden because his col- 
‘orful, sometimes-bumbled speech and in- 
‘credible accessitility provide FSU fans with 
fan reading. 

‘Win, lose or draw, Bowden is predictably 
professional in the post-game interview, ever 
willing 1o admit his own mistakes while giv 
ing the opposition its share of credit. He 
welcomes the media at all times, cats 
breakfast with them every Sunday morning 
after home games and knows names as well 
as faces, Bowden may be the only major- 
college football coach in America with a 
number in the telephone book, like 
everybody else. 

A season with Bowden is a smorgasbout 
of vignettes, anecdotes, analogies and candid 
self-evaluation. 

We just oulslopped the world” he said 
last year when his team made a season's 
worth of mistakes in just two quarters 
against South Carolina 


“A moral victory t0 me is just like the 
6foot man drowning in 3 feet of water— 
he's still dead? Bowden said last season. 

‘While he has an uncommonly cooperative 
and pleasant relationship with sportseasters 
tnd sports writers throughout the South, 
that's not to say he has escaped a sometimes- 
nasty press entirely. Whileat West Virginia, 
‘one local writer didn't care for Bowden a 
often refered to him as “Bobby Bow Down 
after Mountaineers’ losses. It was an on 
going antagonistic relationship that chal: 
Tenged even Bowden's patience. 

“If Tid ever caught up to him alone, | 
right have killed him? Bowden said 
laughing. "He might have been the only guy 
who's ever really tested me” 

Bowden's priorities, in order, ar: family 
religion, football and golf; hough, at times, 
be said he prefers small, surlyn-covered balls 
to those of the oblong, leather-covered varie- 
ty. A solid 80ish golfer, Bowden is on the 
links most everyday during the off-season. 
He lives on Killearn Couatry Club (site of 
the Tallahassee Open, a PGA Tournament 
Players Series event), and has never met = 
rman with a golf stick he didn't lke. 

‘And he's never met a chocolate bar he 
idn't love. 

“Qoocoooh boy, that’s my weakness,” he 
sid. 

With absolutely no desiens on an athletic 
sirestor’s postion (“I don’ like bookwork”), 
Bowden fas one goal left before he hangs 
up the whistle. 

“I want to get this program to the point 
where people all over the country think of 
1s with the Notre Dames, the Southern Cals, 
the Ohio States and the Michigans” he sa 
“Even if we aren't very good, I want people 
to think—based on past records—that we are 
‘good, I want to be ranked high in the pre- 
season. I want people to think of FSU as 
‘# major power. I want to make this one of 
the strongest programs in America.” 

‘And, as Sunset Pitts will tll you, when 
Bobby Bowden wants something 
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cad coach Bobby 
Bowden is easy to iden- 
tify along the Garnet 
and Gold sideines...it's 
the headphones that 
usually give away the 
head coach of the 
Florida State Seminoles 
But surrounding him are en other very im= 
portant people—Mickey Andrews, Chuck 
Amato, Art Baker, John Eason, Jim Glad- 
den, Bob Harbison, Gene McDowell, 
Wayne McDuffie, Billy Sexton, and Dave 
Van Halanger—the nutsand bolis men of 
the coaching staff. Ranging in experience 
from three years ia 35 years in the business, 
together they represent over 130 years of 
experience with callegians. 

‘Some of these men are veterans of the 
Bowden years—those who joined the staff 
in 1976 when the era began. Others were

coach and quarterback coach Baker are the 
newest additions o the staff. Thetwo have 
added 35 years of esperience tothe 
rogram, 

Andrews has been handed the challeng: 
of rebuilding the defense to the levels of the 
1979 and 1980 seasons when it ranked as 
high as second in the country. "1 want a 
defensive scheme simple enough that even 
can understandit,” quips Bowden, whose 
reputation is that of an offensive mind. “1 
was looking for the absolute best defensive 
secondary coach in the country and I firmly 
believe I found him. 

Baker, who isactuallya year elder than 
Bowden, brings an outstanding offensive 
mind and a stabilizing influence to the pro- 
gram. “Art has been highly successful 
throughout his career and I felt I needed 
‘2 man of his maturity and capabilities in 
‘our program,”* says Bowden, 

The others on the staff have been 
through the good times of Seminole 
football—Orange Bow! appearances a 
1979 and 1980 and Gator and Peach ap- 
pearances in 1982 and 1983.

‘An even 6 feet, a compact 200 pounds, Allen thinks the talk about speed 
and 40 times is much ado about net so much. 

“You can't do anything until you read your block,” he says, “Nothing, un- 
til that hole opens. And then it is just a matter of your getting there. 

ith Allen that often seems to be a matter of pure instinct. He not only 
reads the block but also the defenders, and has a knack for running where they 
are not. 

In his sophomore season, Allen led the mation with 21 touchdowns, 20 of 
them rushing. And the startling thing about that was Allen did not start that 
year. He alternated at tailback with Ricky Williams, a senior and the starter. 

Few freshman of history ever had a start comparable to Allen. Florida State 
‘gave him his first starting role in the seventh game of 1981, when Williams 
was hurt. That night at LSU, he stacked up 202 rushing yards. Two seasons 
later, he ran for 201 against LSU—and no back in history ever had two 200-yard 
running days against the Bayou Bengals, much less in their own stadium, 

The week after his first start in 'S1, Allen ran for 322 against Western 
Carolina. That total was a national record for a freskman, and so was the 417 
all-purpose yards he had that night. 

What had Coach Bobby Bowden been doing with this guy on the bench? 
“Let's just talk about how well he’s running,” retorted a grinning Bowden, 
“and not about the dumb aspects of this thins.’ 

‘One fact is Florida State has been loaded with tailbacks of high quality dur- 
ing Allen's time. Some think that for this season of 84 Allen heads the best 
cofhs of FSU tailbacks vet—a group that includes hot junior Roosevelt Snipes. 
plus heralded freshmen Wayne Denson and Darrin Holloman. While Allen skip- 
ped spring practice this year for track, Snipes drilled sensationally, raising the 
possibility of his grabbing a starting spot fiom a Heisman candidate. 

“Greg will have his work cut out for him,” says Bowden, looking forward 
to the competition at the spot. 

Bat Jamie Dukes, the Seminoles’ giant (275) junior guard, is sure the one 
Florida State cals its “Secretary of Transportation’” will be transporting bet- 
ter than ever, and as a starter.

But Allen can alter his style. One team sort of “aid back” defen- 
sively, to better contain his hunt-and-peck style, and checked Allen 
in the first half. After intermission, he altered his style—started 
slashing, as he phrased it—and scored three touchdowns. 

‘Averaging 6.4 yards for 139 freshman runs, 5,1 for 152 when 
a sophomore and 5.7 for 200 as a junior, Allen has netted 2,798 
yards during his Florida State time. He holds 19 school records, 
‘with several more in sight 

‘The youngest of four Alien brothers, Greg grew up on a farm 
off Persimmon Hollow Road near the west Florida town of Milton. 
In high school. fe was a linebacker—unil one day they had him 
return a kickoff. From that Sth-grade day on, he was a runner. 

In his freshman year, Allen fumbled a kickoff against Nebraska, 
paving a quick Cornhuskers touchdown. And fumbles have been 
fone reason Allen has not been turned loase as much as he might 
have been, Last season he was still plagued by untimely bobbles. 

1 think it is just a lack of concentration,” says Allen. “But

At least, 
that was the distinct pattern in 1982 when Allen came off the bench 
and led the nation in scoring. Last year, with Allen on the field 
and foes frequently Looking for him to carry the ball down close, 
the Seminoles used him as a decoy. 

Against Auburn last year, Allen, nursing a tender knee, got in 
for only one play—as a decoy. He never touched the ball. At the 
lime, the token appearance cost Allen the national lead in 
rushing—based on average yards gained per game played. Though 
he did not run the tall, the one play counted as a same played. 

‘Allen, the good team man, never complained. 

Inside that 10, Allen sometimes seems simply uncanny, as he 
did against South Carolina two years ago when he scored four 
touchidowns—each from within the 10—Standing Up.

By 1860, the school, not yet a college, had 
an enrollment of 250. The president of the 
seminary organized the school into a four- 
year liberal arts college in 1857. AC its first 
commencement in June 1891, degrees were

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conferred on two women and five men. The 
institution was reaamed Florida Siate Col- 
lege ten years leter In 1905, it became 
Florida Female College, and in 1909 the 
name was changed to Florida State College 
for Women. Dr. Edward Conrad war named 
president and held that post until 1941 

In 1945, FSCW took on the additional t- 
te, Tallabaccee Branch of the University of 
Florida (TBUF) due to the fact that GIs sta 
tioned nearby were attending classes at the 
‘women's school, but, af men, they couldn't 
legally enroll. 

Gov. Millard Caldwell signed a bill in 1947 
making both the University of Florida and 
FSCW co-educational. FSCW became 
Florida State University. 

AAs a university, Florida State has had six 
chief executives: Doak Campbell (941-57), 
Robert M. Strozier (1957-60), Gordon W. 
Blackwell (1960-65), John Champion 
(0965-69), J. Stanley Marshall (1969-76) and 
Bernard F Sliger, who has been president 
since 1976, 

‘Today, FSU offers students the opportuni 
ty to choose from more than 100 career op 
tions in arts and sciences, business, com: 
munication, criminology, education, home 
economics, lass, library” and information 
Suales, musi, musing, socal sciences, social 
work, theatre and visual arts. Also available 
is the Insitute for Engineering, a relatively 
new program which operates in cooperation 
with Florida A&M University. The most 
popular majors at FSU are business, biology 
computer science and communication, 

Florida Stat’ location in the state capital 
affords excellent study, research and intern: 
sip opportunities in the areas of govern: 
‘ment, social sciences and policy sciences. The 
Capitol and Supreme Court are close to the 
FSU College of Lav. 

FSU excels as a basic research university 
in the area of natural science. The nuclear 
pphysies laboratory is ranked by the National 
Science Foundation as one of the top four 
in the nation, The University also maintains 
‘a marine laboratory on the nearby coast of 
the Gulf of Mexico, 

Florids State has honors programs for top 
ssudents who qualify, Overseas study pro- 
grams in fields ranging from law to hotel and 
restaurant administration are offered in 
Florence, Italy; Oxford and London, 
England; Switzerland, Yugoslavia and the 
Panama Canal Zone. 

Social life for many centers around 24 
fraternities and 20 sororities.

Dr. Bernard F. Sige, president of Florida 
State University, believes that atop quality 
auhleic' program -enhances—rather than 
hhurts—a university's academic program. 

Sliger, a native of Trout Creek, MI, ithe 
first Florida State president to earmark 
substantial funds from bow! games and TV 
appearances for academic pursuits. 

Since assuming the FSU presidency on 
Feb. 7, 1977, Sliger has expanded his na- 
tional reputation. In February 1984, he was 
appointed tothe executive committee of the 
Universities Research Association. The as- 
sociation is comprised of 80 major research 
universities in the United States. 

1In 1983, he was named by the American 
Council on Education to a committee of 26 
college and university presidents to seek 
solutions to abuses in intercollegiate ath- 
lates 

The American College Testing Program 
elected Slige as vce chairman of the Board 
of Trustees in Decemter, 1983. He has been 
on the I5-member board since 1981. 

Sliger also holds memberships in 10 pro- 
fessional, scholastic and honor societies in- 
cluding Omicron Delia Kappe, Phi Kappa 
Phi and Alpha Kapps Psi. Heis a member 
Of the Tallahassee Kivanis Club, 

Pror to coming 10 Florida State Uni- 
versity Sliger worked as a professor and ad- 
minisrator at Louisiana Stare University and 
helped create the Louisiana Coordinating 
Couneil for Higher Education, of which he 
was executive director 

In 1972, Slger joined the administrative 
team of FSU as exeeuive vice president. In 
1976, he became interim university president 
until assuming his current postion. 

Sizer holds three degrees: he B.A. the 
M.A. and PhD. from Michigan State Uni- 
versity all in economics. He also has done 
postdoctoral study in mathematical eco- 
nomics at the Univerity of Minnesom 

Dr. Sliger and his wife, Greta, have two 
sons, Paul and Sten, and two daughters, Nan 
and Greta 
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Cecil Ingram, known 10 most of 
friends and associates as simply “Hoot 
has headed Florida State's athletic depart” 
‘ment for the past four years. He came to the 
position in January of 1981 after serving as 
‘associate commissioner of the Southeast 
Conference. 

‘Since his arrival in Tallahassee, Ingram bas 
initiated a $10 million dollar building pro- 
gram for athletic facilities, The Moore Ath- 
letic Center that houses administration, 
coaches and ticket personnel, weat from the 
blueprint stages under Ingram to reality 
when itopened in 1983. Fully equipped with 
locker rooms, weight rooms and a cafeteria, 
the complex also serves as a home for the 
‘Seminole football team. 

‘The Seminole Baseball Stadium, second 
to none in the South, was completed dur- 
ing Ingram's second year at FSU while fur- 
ther improvements to Doak Campbell 
Stadium and the Bim Stults Aquatic Cenier 
‘were also completed. 

‘A native of Tuscaloosa, Ala., the home 
of the University of Alabama, Ingram played 
football for the Crimson Tide from 1951 
through 1954, He was AILSEC as a 
sophomore when he led the nation in pass 
interceptions. The *S3 Alabama team played 
in the Orange Bow! and the "54 squad in the 
Cotton Bowl. Ingram also lettered for the 
Tide as an infielder. 

‘After an Army stint, Ingram turned 
coaching, He started a5 an assistant 
Bradenton (Fla.) Manatee High School and 
was later head coach at Tuscaloosa High 
‘School for three years, 

He later moved into college coaching and 
hhad assistant coaching assignments at Wake 
Forest, Virginia Tech, Georgia and Ackan- 
a8. His only college football head coaching 
job began in 1970 when he succeeded the 
veteran Frank Howard as head coach at 
Clemson. Three years later he joined the 
‘SEC as assistant commissioner. 

During his eight-year tenure with the SEC, 
hhis duties included supervision of football 


and basketball officials, rules interpretations 
and eligibility. 

‘Ingram and his wife Toni have two daugh- 
ters and a son. 
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(Charles W. Ehrhardt, a professor of Law 
at Florida State University, isin his first full 
year as Chairman of the Athletic Commit- 
lee and already he has gained the respect of 
the athletic community both locally and 
nationally. 

He is currently in his second stint on the 
committee, serving from 1969-71 and then 
being reappointed to the board in 1983. As 
chairman, he suecedes Dr. James Jones, who 
served in that capacity since 1980. Ehrhardt 
hhecomes the University’s representative to 
the NCAA. 

A native of Elkader, la, Ehrhardt received 
his Bachelor's Degree from lowa State 
University in 1962. Two years later he earned 
a Law Degree from the University of Iowa 
and then went on to become an Assistant 
United Siates Attorney in that state He came 
to the Farida State University Law School 
in 1967. 

‘A widely respected expert in the field of 
Evidence, Ehrhardt holds the FSU position 
as the Lad Professor of Evidence. He is the 
author of the Florida Evidence Code, passed 
by the state legislature in 1976, which deals 
with the admissability of evidence in court, 
trials. Ehrhardt ako authored a book on the 
subject, first published in 1977 and sched- 
led for a second edition soon. 

Ehrhardt is frequently called upon for lec- 
tures, speaking engagements and private 
consultations with lawyers and judges ns 
tionwide on evidence matters. 

He was honored last spring by being voted 
President of the Metro Conference, a posi- 
tion that makes him the chief representative 
of the league in matters dealing with the 
NCAA. 

He is married to the former Judy Sutton 
‘and has three children. 


Bob Goin has been the associate athletic 
director at Florida State since July of 1981 
All men’s non-revenue sports’ couches report 
to Goin and he also assists athletic director 
Hootie Ingram in day-to-day operations of 
te athlete department. A large portion of 
responsibilities for football, basketball and 
baseball game day operations are also under 
his leadership. 

He has also served as the tournament direc- 
tor for the 1982 and 1983 NCAA South Region 
baseball tournaments that FSU has hosted. 

Goin is well-experienced both as an ad- 
minjstrator and coach. He came to Florida 
‘State alter serving two years as athletic d- 
rector of California (Pa, State College. Prior 
to taking the California post, he was assist- 
ant direcior of athletics at West Virginia. Be- 
tween 1960 and 1976, he served in various 
‘capacities at Bethany (W. Va.) College. In- 
cluded among his Bethany duties were 
coaching responstbilities in football, basket- 
ball and baseball 

At California State, Goin was responsible 
for exparsion of the athletic department. He 
formed the Cal State Athletic Scholarship 
Fund and Athletic Booster Club. 

Immediately prior t0 moving to West 
Virginia, Goin sevved Bethany as associate 
professor and chairman of physical educa- 
tion and athletics. That assignment lasted for 
four years (1972-76), Goin was Bethans’s 
football coach between 1963 and 1972, 

‘While coaching at Bethany, Goin saw two 
of his football and baseball teams win the 
President's Athletic Conference champion- 
‘hip. He was also voted Tri-State Small Col 
lege Coach of the Year, was named the win- 
ner of the Pittsburgh and Ohio Valley Dap-
